dress to the Girls State conven- 
tion here. 


Rockefeller said that in spite 


of all things said about the leg- 
islators, 
they passed many 


parts of his program in the 
regular session and the first 
special session in February, 


He said the second special 


session, however, was "less 
than responsive" and he called 
the legislators' action "pure 
politics." 


Rockefeller 
also told the 


group that he is convinced that 
the state must use its credit 
tr> improve its schools and 
nighways. 


Every adult takes advantage 


of credit for one thing or an- 
other, 
Rockefeller said, and 


"it's foolish not using our cred- 
it." 


He said that Sen. John L. 


McClellan, D-Ark., had bragged 
about Arkansas' low bonded 
debt but that "similarly we 
have got some of the lousiest 
roads and our schools are not 
as good (as they should be)." 


Rockefeller got a good re- 


sponse from the audience when 
he told them he was In favor 
of lowering the voting age to 
18. 


"I personally have felt that 


anyone who is old enough to 
defend his country is old enough 
to have some part In the forma- 
tion of the kind of country he 
is defending," he said. 


Rockefeller said he hoped he 


could get his listeners as ex- 
cited about the state's future as 
he is. 


He said today's leaders need 


the help of youth in trying to 
see how they want their coun- 
try buHt.

Mid ft Offset

NEW YORK (AP) - Richard 


M. Nixon has rejected a chal- 
lenge from New York Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller to meet in a 
nationally televised debate. 


Nixon, generally considered 


the frontrunner for the Republi- 
can 
presidential 
nomination, 


said Wednesday such a debate 
"would only serve the Demo- 
crats by promoting divisive 
tendencies 
among 
Republi- 


cans." 


The former vice president 


made the comment through a 
spokesman after flying back 
from an unannounced vacation 
in the Bahamas. He was under 
rigid security guard. 


Rockefeller had issued the 


challenge earlier In the day dur- 
ing a campaign appearance in 
Los Angeles. He said he would 
"accept immediately" if one of 
the networks offered time for a 
debate with Nixon. 


Nixon aides said the former 


vice president's disinclination 
to debate was not related to his 
televised confrontation with the 
late President John F. Kennedy 
in 1960. 


Their debate is widely regard- 


ed as one of the chief reasons 
Nixon lost that election.

The treaty was sponsored by 


three of the five nuclear powers 
-the United States, the Soviet 
Union and Britain. France boy- 
cotted the long negotiations in 
Geneva 
which produced the 


draft, and Red China contin- 
uously assailed it as a Soviet- 
American plot to preserve their 
nuclear 
dominance. But the 


treaty got support Wednesday 
from French Delegate Armand 
Berard, who told the assembly 
that although his government 
would not sign the pact, it would 
behave "exactly 
like 
those 


states that decided to adnwie to 
it."

French Ban 
Keeps Paris 
Quieter

PARK (AP) - The French 


government's 
ban on street 


demonstrations gave Paris a 
quiet night, but disturbances in 
some 
provinces 
kept police 


busy. In three cities students 
demonstrated Wednesday night 
without police interference. 


Police used tear gas to scatter 


demonstrators in Strasburg and 
Poitiers. But in Marseille, Bor- 
deaux and Caen students parad- 
ed with shouts of defiance 
against President Charles de 
Gaulle, and the police did not 
go into action. 
The rebellious students at the 


University of Paris called off a 
demonstration after De Gaulle's 
government warned that all 
street demonstrations would be 
"pitilessly dispersed." The gov- 
ernment also ordered dissolu- 
tion of seven extremist students 
groups. 
The ban on street demonstra- 


tions is to remain in effect until 
the end of the National Assem- 
bly election June 23 and 30. The 
government cracked down after 
two days of mounting violence 
in which two workers were 
killed.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - James 


Stewart recently ended a 27- 
year career with a rare distinc- 
tion: the Air Force's Distin- 
guished Service Medal, 


It was only the second time 


that the honor had been be- 
stowed on a Reserve officer. 
The citation said that "the sin- 
gularly distinctive accomplish- 
ments of Gen. Stewart culmi- 
nate a long and distinguished 
career in the service of his 
country and reflect the highest 
credit upon himself and the U.S. 
Air Force." 


Having retired from the serv- 


ice at 60, Jimmy Stewart re- 
turned 
from 
the Washington 


ceremonies 
and indulged in 


some rare reflection on his 
years with the Air Force. Ac- 
tually, it was the Army Air 
Corps when he was drafted on 
March 22, 1941. Stewart took his 
training at Moffatt Field, Calif., 
was commissioned 
a second 


lieutenant in 1942, went to Eng- 
land in 1943, flew 20 combat 
missions over Germany and left 
active duty as a colonel in 1945. 


Stewart 
explained 
why he 


chose 
to remain in the Air 


Force Reserve: "I got a lot out 
of my experience in the service 
during the war; I think that ex- 
periencejielped make me a bet- 
ter civilian. I was greatly im- 
pressed with the caliber of men 
I met and worked with, and I 
wanted to continue that relation- 
ship." 


For the next 23 years, the ac- 


tor spent two or three weeks a 
year on active duty, including 
two visits to Vietnam. His most 
memorable experience, he said, 
was working with Gen. Curtis 
E. LeMay during the formative 
period of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand. In addition to his active 
duty, Stewart made numerous 
appearances for the Air Force, 
in person and on film and televi- 
sion. 


He conceded that some highly 


vocal segments of today's socie- 
ty are antimilitary, but he said 
that such expressions are com- 
mon in peacetime. 


"When I was a kid, military 


people were tucked away on a 
base somewhere; they never 
took part in any of the civic 
functions," he remarked. "If a 
boy ran 
off and joined the 


Army, he was considered to be 
a failure. 


"Now the military is very 


much a part of our society, and 
I think that's a good thing. I 
find the caliber of military per- 
sonnel is very high, You find 
among them a tough-minded- 
ness and spirit to do the job cor- 
rectly, 


"The 
service 
academies 


aren't just technical schools any 
more; they're now stressing the 
humanities and the liberal arts. 
The Air Force Academy pro- 
duces as many Rhodes Scholars 
as any university in the United 
States, That's a pretty good in- 
dication that it is producing not 
Just leaders, but scholars, 


"Yes, I know a lot of people 


say, 'The military's only pur- 
pose is to make war— to kill,' I 
don't believe that,

The Student 
Radicals to 
Woo Workers

Leaders of the radical student 


group that disrupted 
college 


campuses across the country 
during the past year now are 
talking of spreading their gospel 
of revolution to America's work- 
ing classes. 


The objective, said one nation- 


al officer of Students for a Dem- 
ocratic Society, is "an alliance 
between students and workers 
— like in France." 


Carl Davidson, SDS national 


secretary, said as the first step 
an undisclosed number of SDS 
members are taking summer 
jobs in big-city factories and are 
moving into blue-collar neigh- 
borhoods. 


"We will learn how the work- 


ers think and how they live," 
Davidson said. "Then we can 
organize." 


SDS, 
which claims 
35,000 


members on more than 200 
campuses, has made similar at- 
tempts at community organiz- 
ing in the past—generally with- 
out success. 


In 1963, it launched Economic 


Research and Action Projects 
(ERAP) in slum areas of 10 cit- 
ies, 
but two years later dis- 


solved 
the ERAP 
structure. 


"Our rhetoric sometimes gets 
ahead of our programs," David- 
son said. 


The renewed talk of expand- 


ing off campus follows two de- 
velopments: 


1. A year of unprecedented 


unrest on U.S. campuses, begin- 
n i n g 
with 
demonstrations 


against the Vietnam war and 
the military draft and ending 
with a paralyzing student strike 
at Columbia University. 


2. The wave of disorders in 


France, sparked by a student- 
worker alliance that plunged 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
government into its gravest cri- 
sis, 


Some SDS members contend 


the group should maintain its 
campus orientation, at least for 
present, and forget about trying 
to organize workers. Thus, the 
proposals for community organ- 
izing may touch off debate at an 
INhour plenary session today at 
the SDS' annual convention at 
Michigan State University, East 
L a n s i n g . Newsmen covering 
this week's convention are hand- 
ed a nine-point memorandum 
stating that no one can be quot- 
ed directly or indirectly.

er," Davidson said as he ate ap- 
',ple pie in a restaurant near the

^and talked of the off-campus or- 
ganizing 
plans—a project he 


dubbed "Discover America." 


The 24-year-old Penn State 


graduate, who sports a shaggy 
mustache 
and wears

boots, plans to move to Phila- 
delphia as an organizer after his 
term as national secretary ends 
this weekend. 


"We're using draft resistance 


as the basis to get into the com- 
munity," Davidson said, "but 
we hope the organizations will

Sheep Heart 
Transplant 
Doesn't Work 
HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - Sur- 


geons failed today in what they 
described as an attempt to save 
a dying man by transferring the 
heart of a sheep into his body. 


The operation was performed 


at St. Luke's Episcopal Hospi- 
tal, where four human heart 
transplants took place In recent 
weeks. Two of those patients 
survived. 


Officials would not identify 


the man, 47, who died in sur- 
gery today. They said his heart 
failed Wednesday morning and 
he was referred to the hospital 
for a possible transplant after 
being revived with difficulty, 


"No donor patient was avail- 


able," a St. Luke's statement 
said. "As a last resort the inser- 
tion of the heart of a 125-pound 
sheep was attempted at 11:15 
p.m. in an effort to support cir- 
culation until a suitable donor 
might become available. 


"The patient's condition was 


terminal during surgery, could 
not be reversed and further ef- 
forts were abandoned. The pa- 
tient was pronounced dead at 
1:02 a.m." 


Spokesmen said a sheep was 


selected with tissue matching 
that of the patient. Hospital Ad- 
ministrator Newell France de- 
scribed it as "a rather bizarre 
situation." 


It was the second known case 


in which a human being has re- 
ceived the heart of an animal. 


Surgeons at the University of 


Mississippi 
Medical 
Center 


transferred the heart of a chim- 
panzee to a man on Jan. 24, 
1964. 
It worked for an hour. 


The recipient of the chimpan- 


zee heart, described as dying 
before the surgery was attempt- 
ed, never was identified. 


Dr, Philip Blaiberg, the re- 


tired dentist in South Africa who 
has lived longest with a trans- 
planted heart, is back in the 
hospital with hepatitis but was 
reported 
holding 
his 
own 


Wednesday night. 


Groote Schuur Hospital in 


Cape Town said he was main- 
taining improvement made ear- 
lier and "the hepatitis is no 
worse." Blaiberg was operated 
on Jan. 2. 


The first recorded case of 


transplanting a primate's kid- 
neys was in October 1963, to a 
32-year-old woman. She died of 
the kidney disease that had ne- 
cessitated the transplant. 


Last April, the National Car- 


diological Institute in Budapest, 
Hungary, reported the success- 
ful transplant of an ape's heart 
valve to a 17-year-old boy. 


By the end of World War I, 


the U n i t e d S t a t e s had a 
strength of almost 3,000 air- 
craft, according to the Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica.

The use of a two-club open- 


ing as a catch-all strong hand 
is almost universal in expert 
circles. Sometimes it shows 
a regular suit two bid, but 
most of the time it shows a 
23- or 24-point no-trump hand. 
South's two-club call was in 
that class. 


North's two - diamond re- 


sponse was a general nega- 
tive and his three-club bid 
merely asked if South could 
show a four-card major suit. 


It didn't take all this gadg- 


etry to reach three no-trump. 
Any two players would be 
likely to find their way to that 
spot. 


They w o u l d also be very 


likely to make the contract. 
All South has to do is to con- 
cede one spade and wind up 
with three spades and two 
tricks in each other suit, but 
at the table West came up 
with a defensive coup that 
caused South to wind up with 
only seven tricks. 


It wasn't done with mirrors 


—just by means of an unusual 
falsecard. 


The queen of clubs was 


played from dummy at trick 
one, and East's king fell to 
South's ace. South led his five 
of spades and West played the 
queen! 


South made the correct play 


of ducking in dummy. West 
led a s e c o n d club. South 
ducked that lead and won the 
next club. Then South led a 
low diamond. West won with 
the jack and cashed his good 
club while East discarded a 
heart. Then West led a second 
diamond. 


South won and played his 


other high diamond to see if 
that suit would break. West 
had already taken four tricks, 
so he could afford to throw a 
heart away. 


Now South led the ace and 


his last low spade. West fol- 
lowed with the three and nine, 
and the time for decision had 
arrived. South thought awhile. 
He realized that something 
might well be going on, but 
it surely looked as if West had 
started with four spades to the 
queen-jack. South played the 
ten from dummy, and instead 
of making three spade tricks 
wound up with only one.

Heredity a Factor 
In Cases of Gout 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I am a man, 33, and not 


overweight. My doctor says 
I have gout. 
Isn't this a 


disease of older persons who 
eat excessively rich food and 
drink a lot of alcohol? 


A—In most cases gout, like 


diabetes, is an inborn error of 
metabolism with heredity an 
important f a c t o r . Women 
rarely get it before the onset 
of the menopouse but in men 
it usually starts in the early 
30s. Foods rich in purines 
will c a u s e gout only in a 
person who is born with this 
metabolic defect. An excep- 
tion is that it may be caused 
by taking large amounts of 
pyrazinamide for tuberculosis 
or chlorothiazide for water- 
logging in the tissues. 


In the treatment of gout, it 


is wise to avoid such purine- 
rich foods as sweetbreads, 
liver, kidney, meat extracts, 
bouillon, consomme, oysters, 
anchovies and s a r d i n e s . 
Alcoholic beverages, especial- 
ly beer, should also be avoid- 
ed. There are no other diet- 
ary restrictions but the use of 
tobacco in any form should 
be avoided. Although obesity 
predisposes 
to g o u t , the 


disease may also be aggravat- 
ed by heroic efforts at weight 
reduction. 


Q—I have gout. My uric 


acid level is 7. What is the 
normal level? 


A—The normal l e v e l for 


men is 3.8 to 6.2 milligrams

Q—What are the symptoms 


of gout? Is gout the same as 
gouty arthritis? 


A—When the uric acid level 


in the blood is high, sharp 
uric acid crystals precipitate 
in the joints (especially in the 
great toe) and in the skin 
(especially in the external 
ear). In an acute attack there 
is pain, redness and swelling 
in the involved joint. Although 
the {attack: may subside with- 
in a couple of weeks, recur- 
rent a t t a c k s come on at 
shorter and shorter intervals 
and persist for a longer time 
until a chronic stage—gouty 
arthritis—is reached. 


Q—I have a mild case of 


gout. Is there any kind of 
fruit juice that doesn't con- 
tain uric acid? 
Does gout 


affect the heart or the blood 
pressure? 


A—Fruit juices contain a 


variety of acids but not uric 
acid. Although the chief com- 
plication of gout is kidney 
damage, recent studies have 
shown that the incidence of 
high blood pressure, harden- 
ing of the arteries and coron- 
ary heart disease is higher in 
persons with gout than in the 
general population.

For medical men here the 


transplants 
last 
month were 


simply the next logical step in 
the progression of research and 
application 
at the impressive 


134-acre Texas Medical Center. 


That progression started 25 


years ago, long before heart 
transplants or even heart sur- 
gery were on the medical hori- 
zon. 


Texas was then only on the 


fringes of advanced medical sci- 
ence. The state was booming, 
but medical services were not 
keeping pace. 


A center for all phases of 


medical 
research, 
education 


and treatment to fill the void in 
the Lone Star State was first en- 
visioned by trustees of the M. D. 
Anderson Foundation, a charita- 
ble organization created by the 
estate of a millionaire cotton 
merchant who died in 1939. 


The trustees bought an open 


field on the edge of Houston in

University to 


move its College of Medicine 
from Dallas to the new center.

Some Nations 
Not Happy 
With A-pocf

step toward disarmament, but 
many countries are far from 
happy 
with 
the 
new 
treaty 


aimed at curbing the spread of 
nuclear weapons. 


Some call it a "treaty of im- 


perfections." Some doubt.that it 
will have any effect on the nu- 
clear arms race. 


There is no doubt that the 


treaty draft, approved by the 
U.N. 
General 
A s s e m b l y 


Wednesday and now open for 
signature and ratification, falls 
far short of what most countries 
wanted. But it appears to be the 
best that could be arrived at aft- 
er 10 years of debate and nego- 
tiation. 


Its worth will be determined 


by the number of countries that 
adhere to it and the effect it has 
in creating a favorable atmos- 
phere for future disarmament 
negotiations. 
It is 
generally 


agreed that its value may be 
mainly in this latter direction. 


Almost everyone at the U.N. 


General 
Assembly 
acknowl- 


edged that any agreement by 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union on a disarmament treaty 
was significant at a time when 
the 
international 
atmosphere 


was poisoned by the Vietnam 
war. Generally, however, the 
U.N. 
diplomats are not so sure 


about the value of the treaty as 
a barrier to the spread of nu- 
clear weapons to countries that 
don't have them. 


There are two obvious weak- 


nesses to the treaty: Two of the 
five 
nuclear 
powers— France 


and Red China- won't adhere to 
it; and perhaps as many as 10 
near-nuclear countries also will 
refuse to sip. 


South Africa, for example, is 


not expected to sign the pact, 
and several black African coun- 
tries fear that the white regime 
in South Africa may become a 
nuclear power and dominate all 
of Africa. India fears Peking's 
nuclear power despite a general 
pledge of protection from the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and Britain.

MONTREAL (AP) - The hot* 


test Issue in Canada's current 
political campaign is the Que* 
bee question, and it's apt to get 
hotter before the June 25 elec* 
tion. 


Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 


Trudeau, 
a 
French-Canadian, 


has stirred the ire of Quebec 
separatists and of more moder* 
ate Quebec leaders by his tough 
stand on the future status of the 
French-speaking province, 


He apparently is staking his 


political life on the assumption 
that most Canadians, including 
a substantial number of Quebec 
residents, want to maintain a 
strong federal government rath- 
er than yield powers to give 
Quebec a special status in the 
confederation. 


Robert Stanfield, leader of the 


Conservative party, has accused 
the 48-year-old Liberal leader of 
dividing 
the country and of 


"trying to turn English Canada 
against Quebec." Trudeau de- 
nies this and accuses the Con- 
servatives of speaking with two 
voices—one for Quebec and one 
for the rest of Canada. 


Trudeau's firm adherence to 


federalism is no surprise. He 
spoke out repeatedly on the is- 
sue before he was chosen last 
April to succeed Prime Minister 
Lester B. Pearson. His election 
was made possible by a sub- 
stantial bloc of votes from the 
Quebec delegation. 


It was on Trudeau's initiative 


that the Quebec issue was in- 
jected into the present cam- 
paign. 
From 
the outset he 


brushed aside suggestions that 
this question was too inflamma- 
tory and should be put on the 
shelf for postelection negotia- 
tions. 


The results of his decision 


have 
been 
mixed. 
Outside 


French Canada his stand has 
been cheered. Just how this will 
pay off in the election is not so 
certain. In most of the prairie 
provinces, the Atlantic prov- 
inces and British Columbia the 
Liberals haven't done well in re- 
cent years and, at best, could 
only be expected to pick up 
scattered parliamentary seats. 
The voters in these provinces 
may be more influenced by oth- 
er issues, such as inflation, un- 
employment and wheat surplus- 
es. 


The key is the vote in Quebec 


Province itself. In order to win 
a substantial victory, Trudeau 
must take most of Quebec's 74 
seats in the House of Commons. 
This is historically a Liberal 
stronghold and, along with On- 
tario, provides the backbone of 
Liberal strength. At present the 
Liberals hold 55 Quebec seats to 
15 for opposition parties. The re- 
mainder are vacant or held by 
independents. 


Separatists favor a bigger 


role for Auebec in the confeder- 
ation, a special status or a rec- 
ognition that Canada is made up 
of two nations, one French- 
speaking 
and 
one 
English- 


speaking.

Extradition 
Application 
Examined

LONDON (AP) - Lawyers at 


the British Home Office today 
were examining the U.S. appli- 
cation to extradite James Earl 
Ray to ensure It established a 
case against the 40-year-old es- 
caped convict accused of slay- 
Ing Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 


The application was sent to 


the Home Office, the British 
equivalent of the U.S. Justice 
Department, after clearing Its 
first legal hurdle In the Foreign 
Office a few hours after U.S. 
Consul General Jack Herfurt de- 
livered the balky petition. 


Court formalities and appeals 


could delay Ray's return up to 
six weeks or longer if he fights 
extradition. 


The inch-thick petition con- 


tains a summary of evidence 
against Ray in connection with 
the assassination of King at a 
Memphis motel April 4. It also 
contains information on his es- 
cape from the Missouri State 
Prison while serving a sentence 
for armed robbery, along with 
fingerprints and other identifi- 
cation material. 


The United States is seeking 


extradition on both charges and 
must satisfy a British judge that 
both would be crimes under 
British law. 


The Foreign Office certified 


that the petition came within 
the terms of the 1931 extradition 
treaty between the two coun- 
tries. The Home Office said that 
if it finds the petition in order, it 
should be in the hands of Chief 
Metropolitan Magistrate Frank 
Milton sometime today. Milton 
is expected to schedule a hear- 
ing about a week after receiving 
it. 


.If Milton grants extradition, 


Kay'woulQ have 15 days to ap- 
peal to the High Court and if the 
High Court upheld the extradi- 
tion order, he would have anoth- 
er 14 days to appeal to the 
House of Lords, Britain's su- 
preme court. 


Michael Dresden, the British 


lawyer appointed for Ray, has 
given no indication whether Ray 
would fight extradition and has 
refused to comment on the case.
